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OF the Ajniere Tracis, the Officiating Chief Commissioner has appro- 
ved of Nos. 1 and 3, and Deolarations for acquiring the land xmdorthe Forest 
Eegulation. have been issued. The Declaration for No. 3 has been postponed, 
until information is received from the Commissioner, concerning the treatment 
of cultivated land of which thcro is rather a largo proportionate .area inclndcd. 
in the waste. No. 4 is already Government property but its boundaries have 
not yet been acouraloly ascertained or surveyed ; as soon as this is dotio, a 
Declaration will have to be published in order to bring it under the JForcst 
Eegulation. 

Of the 4 Mhairwarra Tracts the OiBcialing Chief Comnussioncr has 
approved the acquisition j and Declarations liavc been published m the Local 
Gazeiie.

•' 6. In addition to those, the Forest Department has hitherto had 

’ in“its charge, several plots of land belonging'to Government, and the Nuzool 
which it is not considered.advantageous should be retained. Some of those 
plots, the Commissioner proposes to give bade, after the ensuing rains, others 
to 'be retained until the trees belonging to the Forest Department are remov- 
/'ed, and one Plantation to be-retiirned at once. 

7- ’ The plots to be given back after the rains are mentioned in Para, 6 
' and those to be itetained, uhtil the Forest trees are removed, in Para. 7 of this 
' Office No 1575 S. The Plantation to be given back a-t once is that of Nus- 
seraba'd which was taken over from the Cantonment Committee, as an experi- 
mental Plantation, intended to act as a barrier .'against the wind prevalent at 
' Nusseorabad ; the experiment has proved too costly to warrant its continuance. 

Mr. Xyall has therefore directed the Plantation tq bo returned di months aftcf 
, ndtice,of such intention beifig intimated to the Committee. The past, expen- 
, diture on this Plantation has been very, heavy, and the • Commissioner^ pro- 

poses to recover some portion of it from the Cantonment Commi' ' . „ 'his

j . 9. The Offg. Chief Commissioner has thought it better to have all ' 

, ‘ Expenditure both past and to be incurred wilhin the next five years included , ’ 
' in' each Estimate to facilitate reference, and "to have all matters estimated in' 

' due form. These Estimates he has sanctioned, although it will he seen that 
- several of them exceed the amount of Rupees 20,000, which as in the case 
, of other Chief Commissiouerships, has been taken as the limit of Chief Com- 
"'sionor’s potvcr'of sanction, but I am to explain that this excess caused by '•* 
;pa^t expendituro^over which Mr. Lyall had no control, and which, was incurred 


• r* 
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in dajs before the3?orcst Department ira?’ created, is nominal, so far a? regards 
the overstepping of the limit of sanction ; I am also to point out that the J^s. 

40.000, for general charges lias only been distributed pt'o forma, and in order 
to comply with the technical rules for preparing estimates, subject to future 
re-adjustmont if necessary. There seemed to be no better vvay of arranging 
tliis charge, as it cannot be accurately forecasted. Ec-adjustment Tvill bo 
requisite and will probably reduce all excess Estimates to within the Es. 

20.000, as no Estimates have as yet been submitted or sanctioned for either 
“ the ]iladar HiU ” or Sreenugger Eeserved Eorests 

10. And with reference to those two last mentioned Eorests, I am 
ivNHcsri that as mo Ulxpotidittn'o has heeti iiioludod la the Statciiiciit foe 

them, while some Expenditure certainly will bo required, it will probably be 
necessary to increase somowhal the Annual Expenditure proposed in my Para. 

8 viz. Es. 18,810, possibly a grant of Es. 20,000, annually might bo made to 
cover all expenses. 

11. I am to remark that every cai*o has been taken in preparing these 
Estimates to keep the proposed Expenditure as low as possible In Eeserved 
Eorests little but Conservancy has been provided for ; some small Plantations 
and broad cast sowing only bare been included. 

- '‘In. Plantations and Narscrics the Establishments for watering and cai-o 
talcing have been estimated as economically as possible. 

12. In conclusion, I am to remark on the Estimates for Establish- 
ments both Temporary and Permanent. The former includes *' Protective 
Establishment” Avhich should appear under the Jlcad “ Permanent" ' ' ^ 

The Commissioner urged that this portion of the Establishment 
could not definitely he determined until operations were more decided, 
.and proposed that one more year’s experience should be allowed before 
finally settling on its perr'anont strength. This the OlTg, Chief Commissioner 
'' also thought advisable, and) therefore allov, e.'* of its being included under 
Head “ Temporary"’ foi- this year only, and bopc'i that this decision will, be 
approved.

5. The next pomt to be noticed is the proposals made by you for ab- 
andoning and giving back to the owners, several Plantations and Nurseries 
at present under the charge of the Forest Department. These propositions arc 
treated of in4he commencement of your Para. 35. 


Your first proposal is to return at once to the Cantonment Commit- 
tee, the Nusseorabad Plantation on wliich an expenditure of Tvs. 10,607 has 
already been incurred by the. Forest Department, §rds of which in your Para. 
l7, you propose asking the Committee to refund but with no very sanguine 
hopes of success. The Officiating Chief Commissioner quite coincides with 
the advisability of returning this Plantation to the Committee, but 'considers 
that 4 months notice should be given before so doing. The Plantation would 
cost but little in the rains. An Estimate for the necessary Expenditure on 
this land should be submitted embracing all charges from 1st Apidl io ' date . 
of its return to the Commitleo, Mr. Lyall much fears that all the expendi- 
ture on this Plantation must be considered as lost as he does not anticipate 
any refund from the Cantonment Committee. 

6. After the ensumg rains you propose to return to the District

I am to notice tliat ho proposal for the formation of any other Nurseiy 
has been received, nor has any expenditure been proposed in the Statement 
confined in your Para.. 10. The Baidnal Nursery has been mentioned, 
but ho definite proposal has been made concerning it. 

‘ 8. The next point to bo noticed is tbal of Establishment, Permanent 
and Temporary. 

’ The Permanent' Establishment as proposed by Mr. Moir, in Statement 
accompanying his No. 53 to your addres-s amounts to IXs. 050 per mensem ; 
this IS approved of by the Officiating Chief Commissioner and will' he for- 
warded for sanction of the Government of India. Office Establishment must 
be included under the Head " I’crraanent” as should “ Protective Establish- 
ment, ” but Mr. Lyall has allowed the latter to he included under the Head 
Temporary” for thi.v year only, and will so inform the Government of India. 

9. tTIic proposed Temporary Establishment as per your Para. 7 
, amounts to Rs. 900 per mensem, but as the Nussccrabad Plantation is to bo 
given' up in 4 months, or say on the 1st October there will he only 7 month.s 
to* provide for, or say G months, this would halve the moutlily exponditnro 
and would admit of a reduction of Rs. 61 per .mensem reducing the total of 
Temporaiy Establishment to Its. 845 per mensem and for this amount the 

estimate is sanctioned by the Chief Commissioner.

, 10. The Estimates specified in Statement included in your Para. 10 

have been al] approved and sanctioned by the Ofllciating Chief Commis- 
sioner, with addition of iiroporlionatc share of General charges for the next 
five years. The accompanying Stalomcut shows how the amounts of these 
Estiniates have been arrived at. 

These General charges have only Ijoon distributed jyro forma, subject to 
, future rcdistribyition if necessary, and Mi'. Lyall is of opinion that the 
hietliod adopted will give as accurate a result as could be expected in a fivo 
' yeara forecast. . 
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11. It is noticed that no Estimates have been received for the 
j\Eadar Hill Tract nor for the Sroenugar Tract and that the Estimates for tho 
Mohwa Boer Flantatioii, tho Mohwa Beer Hnrscry and tho Moer Shah Ali 
Plantation and Mecr Shah Ali Nursery will merge into the *' Mohwa Beer 
]\Iadar Hill’’ Beservod Eorcst Estimate when submitted. 

13. From tho total amount of these Estimates and the Statement 
.accompanying, yon will seo that Air. Lyall has quite approved of tho amount 
of expenditure propo.'^cd in your Para. 35 for the next live years, viz ; Eupoes 
91,092 and the adoptjon of such a scale of expenditure will be recommended 
to the Government of India. 

13. The matter of Budget Estimate &c., touched upon in your Para. 
S cannot bo dealt with at present, as a revised Estimate has already been 
called for in thi.s office No. 126G S. dated 11th l^Iay 1875. 

. 14. In conclusion, the Offici.ating Chief Commissioner wishes Sir , 

Sfoir to be told, that Sir. Lyall considers him to have prepared these Estimates 
in a very creditable manner.

3. 'The Sreeiiuggcr and Beer Forest is about the largest tract we may 
expect to obtaiu in Ajmere ; it is a portion of the range of hills running be 
tween Ajmere and Nus.seerabad, it is a liilly waste at present denuded of 
trees, but which' conservation will probably re-cover, in, from 10 to 20 years ; 
part of it is Jagbeer, and some’ opposition may be expected in taking it up, 
but if land for Forests is to be obtained,- it is one of those tracts which can 
be most conveniently assumed ; I recommend possession being assumed and 
the. Declaration being issued. No estimate has been submitted for future ex- 
pendi^re on this tract, as Assistant Conservator says be has not examined 
i't sufficiently, to know what its requirements will be ; this will he submitted 
after it has been, determined to take it up. 

’ ‘ . 4, The Nagh Fahar belongs principally to.the Nuzool, but a small 
portion .of land in other villages is also included for convenience sake. Tho 
bloliwa ‘Beer belongs to the Nuzool ; it should ho taken up as well as 
the Nagh Pahar," on the same terms as other lands are assumed, with reference 
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to the' divi-sioii of profits. ’ The Madar Hill however belongs to the^ neigh- 
bouring villages, and is included with the Mohwa Beer, to make the tract of 
a convenient size and shape for conservation. Mr. Moir has entered so fully 
into the reasons for taking up these lands that it does not appear necessary, 
'to state anything further, than that I generally concur with him, in his views. 
With reference to Para. 32 I would recommend that no path should be closed 
without, special report on the subject. 'Wlien the Madaf Hill comes to bo 
taken up, the boundaries may require some rectification, if it be found that 
not enough laud is left for the grazing of the city cattle ; as at present in- 
formed I believe the boundarios proposed are correct, but in each of the 
Mliairwarra Forests, slight alterations after taking up the land had to ho made.

that Budget ; Forms No. 1 and 2 ordered to be prepared in Paras. 8 and 10 
of your letter uuder reply are however herewith submitted with a copy of 
Assistant Conservator’s letter No. 55, dated 28th April 1875.

11. The Assistant Conservator has given at length the reasons fer 
taking up each Porest Tract, Plantation or Ifursory, and I proceed to 
state my views in the same order. 


12. The four tracts in'Mhairwarra hare been approved and Declara- 
tions have been issued, and therefore it does not appear that these tracts re- 
quire any comment from me, as to the necessity of keeping them up. 


The reason for taking up the four tracts in Ajmere has also been 
given at length in Paras. 3, 1* and 5 of this letter. 


13 2V«? Chang Forest, consists of 2,341 acres, is favorably situated 
with respect to the line of Railway and the town of Beawur, so that Forest 
produce will hare a ready sale. The expoudilnre on this plot up to 31st 
March 1875 hasheeu Rupees 2,208-14-8 exclusive of the proportionate share 
of general charges, which amount to Rs. 2,543-1-4 ; the Assistant Conservator 
now proposes to spend Rs. 6,320-12-0 more in the nest 5 years, without add- 
ing general charges. This exponditure^a principally on account of fencing, con. 
servation, and a little planting in suitable places. The charges seem, mode- 
rate and I recommend his estimate for sanction.

14. Sheopura Forest. This tract covers an ai-ea of 1,920 acres. The 
expenditure hitherto iucurred on this tract amounts to‘ Rs. 2,048-14-3, gene- 
ral charges amounting to Rs. 2,358-11—2; the Assistant Conservator proposes 
to lay out Rs. 6,142-12-0 during the next 5 yeai-s on this Forest, principally 
ill fencing, conserving, pruning and a small amount in planting, and water- 
ing ; I rec.ommend this estimate for sanction. 
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' XD. This is also a large tract of 3,172 acres in area. The 

past 'expenditure has heon^Rs. 1,120-11-3, the general charges have been Es. 
3290-2-7 'and Es,' 5578-12-0 ace ‘proposed to he spent in the next 6 years, 
consisting^ principally of conserving, fire protection, and constructing a nuiv 
sery. The situation of this tract is reported not to bo very favourable, reve- 
nue is hou'ovcr expected from Eruit trees to be grown, though not for several s 
' years to come ; I reconimcndthe i^ssistant Conservator’s estimate for sanction.

3 G. Todglmr Forest. This tract comprises an area of about 40,000 
acres ; a Declaration for taking it up has already issued under Chief Commis- 
sioner’s^ sanction. The past expenditure on this tract has been Es. l,4i75-33-0 
and Its. 2774-9-2 for general charges. The proposed outlay during the next 
5 years is Es. 10,760-8-6 consisting principally of conservancy, construction 
of fire lines, purchases of patches of Baraueo land situated in the Eorest, and 
planting out such laud whou snitablo. i also recommend this estimate for sanc- 
tion ; this tract' is the most valuable one in our possession and the outlay on 
it will eventually repay itself. ’

' ‘ 17.' Nusscerahad' Fhniation.' This Plantation was commenced on 
the understabding that the Military Authorities wore to give up 1000 acres, 
the Commander-iu-Ohiof of the Bombay army agi'ecd to this : 100 acres were 
oiilv 'taken over in the first instance and 1 hear there is now some demur to 

giving up the remainder.

‘ The expoiiditurc at present on this small spot of 100 acres has been 
Es. 4,930-15-36 with lU’Ojiortionatc share of general charges amounting to 
’ Es. 507G--9-8 and the' Assistant Conservator proposes to spend Es. 4,032 
more in the nost 5 j’cars without any general charges. The land at ju’csent 
in' our possession is not good and the cost of maintaining tliis Plantation 
unless the whole area was given us at once is out of all proportion to the 
benefits to bo derived from it, except in a climatic point of view, for the good 
of the residents, of the Cantonment ; Z propose therefore that it should ho 
abandoned at once, and tliat the Cantonment Committee be asked to take 
over charge and pay -grds, of the past expenditure, a proposal which I am 
however hound to say that I don’t thinlc the Committee would consent to, 
and under these circumstances it will bo necessary to writeoff the amount 
spent to prolil and loss, 'as I cannot recommend such a large future expendi- 
ture on this small’ and unprofitable tract. If however the Chief Commis- '' 
sionor desires to continue expenditure on this Plantation, it will be necessary' 
to determine as reported in this office No. 101 dated 22ad Afiril 1875, under' 
what head it is to be cliargod — whether as a natural Porost or an artificial one : 
Mr. Moir has prepared alternative estimates which arc, herewith submitted. 

18. Madar JlUl Traci. The Assistant Conservator has sent in a 
separate estimate for the Mohwa Boor and Meer Shah Aly which is already 
in his possession i those estimates will however eventually merge id the Ma- 
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dar Hill tracfcj if it Ije determined to issue a Declaration as proposed in As- 
sistant Conservator’s No. 45 dated 24tli. April 1875. 

19. Molma Beer Experimental Tract — ^isaplot of 967 acres wliich 

has been under the Local I’und for several past years. The revenue from this 
tract for the last 3 years amounted to Ks. 1,468-C-O which has been paid 
into the Nuzool Fund. ' 

The expenditure .on this tract.has hitherto been Es. 2,877-7--4 with- 
out any general charges, and the Assistant Conservator proposes 'to spend 
Its. 1,821-8-0 more intho next 5 years, without adding general charges. 
If taken up under the Eegulation, at least a proportion of the future revenue 
will be credited to the Forest Department, and this small ^dot may prove 
profitable. 

20. Meer Shah Aly Plantation — only consists of about 39 acres of 
Kuzool land ; it will form part of the tract proposed to be taken up under the 
name of the Mohwa Beer and Madar Hill Tract.

The past expenditure has beon only Es. 1,261-1-11 with general char-' 
gesPtS. 2,712-14-11, and future proposed expenditure for 5 years is Bs. 939 " 
for Nurseiy, aird-Rs. 214 for plantation, or Es. 1,163 in all, without gene- 
ral charges ; I recommend Assistant Conservator’s proposal for sanction if the 
Madar Hill Tract is taken up. ' - 

21. Sazaroe Bagh Plantation. This plot comprises an area of about 
97 acres of Nuzool land in which the Ajmere College is built ; on the skirt of ^ 
the Taragurh HUl is a Plantation of heehiir trees ; the past expenditure has 
been Es. 1,220-1-9. The Assistant Conservator only proposed to spend 
Bs. 74 more on it to look after the trees till after the rains and then to 
abandon it, as it has not been found suitable ground for a Forest Plantation, 
and will probably be required for building purposes ; I recommend that this 
plot bo abandoned as a Forest, and returned to the Nuzooh 

22. EachtinBao. — Is a small plot of 6 acres started as an experimental 
Plantation, when' it was intended to take up land in the plains in the immediate 
vicinity, but as most of that land is haranee it cannot be taken up under the 
Forest Begulation as finally passed. Including a proportion of general charges, 
Es. 515-0-11 has been spent here ; Assistant Conservator prpposes to continue 
expenditure on it only till the rains arrive, and then to abandon it to the 
Nuzool : in this proposal I concur, 

23. ShahJahani Plantation and Nursery — is a small plot of land 
covering 11 acres situated on the opposite side of the Ana Saugar Lake.

The pastj expenditure amounts to Es* 605-14-2 incurred on Nuisery* 
exclusive of general charges which amount to Es. 697-S-O. The proposed 
expenditure for 5 years is Es. 682-8-0 and Es. 48-0-0 for Plantation to be 
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dliicfly iucuiTcd in pay of nialdcs and cost of seeds and tools. The Assistant 
'Conservator reports that the land is very salt, and much damage is annually 
' clone by fro.$t. 

2*1. tShiJciist Miisjid lExperimental plantation. This plot was also 
under the charge of the ITuzool Fund, it contains an area of about 11 acres 
and is now held by .the Forest Department. 

TJie past dxponditui’o on this plot amounts to Rs. 202-3-0 while the 
proportionate share of the general charges comes to Rs. 232-12-2. Tho Assis- 
tant' Conservator proposes to lay out Rs. 427 in tho nest 5 years ■which will 
cliiofly be, devoted to the pay of malces, sowing, pruning and protecting 
trees from frost. 

Tho present revenue from this tract is about Rs. 100-0-0 per annum and 
the Assistant Conservator hopes to obtain an annual increase thereon. I recom- 
mend his proposal for sanction. 

25, JBe'ebce Chilla Nursery. This is a small plot of 9 acres, and I would 
recommend its being hept Uji for 3 years till tho Bari-nal Nursery is 2 )ropor]y 
started, but it oaunot bo taken up under the Regulation. The oxpoudituro 
at present on this plot has boon Rs. 20-0-0 exclusive of general oUavges which 
amount to Rs. 33-8-10 and Rs. 912-8-0 are proposed to be spout during tho 
next ’5 years ; the expenditure mainly consists in paying the malecs attending 
, the Nursery, and the charges for protecting Iroos from frost. . • 

‘ . 26. Bcamir JParade Ground. This small piece of land is situated close 

to Dcawur, it is Go-vernment land. 

The past expenditure on thi.s plot amounts to Rs. 938-5-7, the general 
charges being Rs, 10S0-3-S. Tho expenditure proposed for tho next 5 years 
is Rs. 2,037. and I 'Would recommend this plot being tnkeu up if necessary, 
under the Forest Regulation. The main items of expenditure being on 
account of pay of malecs, charges for ' protecting trees from frost, food of 
bullocks, and certain repairs.

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28. Nag Pahar Tract. This tract consists of an area of 2^575 acres 
according to present Settlement. The statement accompanying the estimate of 
this tract shows the past expenditure to be Rs. 4,790-13-4 Tvitk a proportion 
of general charges amounting to Rs. 6,515-4-4. 

The estimate for future expenditure amounts to P»/S. 0,630-14-0 which 
the Assistant Conservator of Forests proposes to lay out on demarcation 'and 
conservancy, and I recommend his proposal for sanction. 

29. Taragxirh Tract. The Taragurh plantation as mentioned in 
Para. 5 of this letter, luppens to be Government land and this is the reason 
for assuming it ns a Forest tract. No Declaration has been submitted, firstly, 
because the boundaries are not as yet definitely fixed nor has it been sur- 
veyed, or the area properly ascertained ; secondly, because the land has never 
been made over to the Nuzool but has been in possession of the Forest 
Department ever since it was declared to be Government property. 


The expenditure hitherto incurred on this tract has been Bs. 
4,874-15-3, with Its. 5,612-1-7 as the proportion of general charges. The 
estimate for future Expenditure has been submitted by the Assistant Con- 
servator, and amounts to B-s'. 8,280, which will chiefly be devoted to 
Conservancy, Demarcation, and Nursery. 

30. "With reference to Para. 20, the Nurseries as per margin^ are

Beeboa cuiih Xauai^-. ' giilatiou, as they arc neither hilly, nor waste tracts, 

and therefore cannot bo taken up. They have been managed for the Nuzool 
by the Assistant Conservator of Forests, and might now. be returned to the 
District Committee, as recommended by Assistant Conservator in his No. 
54 dated 28th April 1875. lie wishes to keep them for a year, so as to he ' 
able to plant out the trees in the Nurseries, and to prepare another Nursery. 
On this subject a farther report, and estimate for a new Nursery, should be 
submitted by Assistant Conservator, immediately on his return from leave. 


31. I recommend that the following tracts shall be returned to the

experimental Plantations, has been by no means money wasted, much useful 

„ information has been obtained, the money has undoubtedly benehtted tho 
Gardens and Nurseries, and it becomes a question whether the Nuzool should 
not be called upon to pay back to .Government a portion of any permanent 
improvements, effected to their property ; if the Chief Commissioner thinlcs 
.this should be done, a Sub-Committee might be formed to consider what 
amount should be so paid, on the return of the Assistant Conservator of 
Forests from leave. 

I ^ 33. With regard to Paras J2,13, and 14 of your letter under reply, 
it appears to me that the main Forest operations of this District should 
be included under the term “ Heboisement.*’ “ Conservancy” is only 
another name, for the same thing ; except in some of the Mhairwarra Forests 
we take over denuded Hill sides with the intention of covering them with 
jungle and scrub, and I would therefore submit that the word " Reboisement’* 
more accurately describes the ,work to be done than Conservation, as conser- 
vation implies there is something to conserve. In these reserved tracts, 
I only propose to plant out special selected sites, which from their local 
peculiarities may hold out, hopes of success. - These patches are small in 
extent and scattered at distances, and only a very moderate expenditure 
on such works has, been proposed in the Estimates now submitted. I have 
several times stated my opinion • that hand watering, or planting of any 
large area, is too expensive to be attempted, and the cost of the Nusseera- 
bad Plantation hears me out in this view, I therefore desire to leave it for 
the Chief Commissioner to decide whether this expenditure is to he classed 
■un^sihe^h^d^of “ Conservation ”, or “ Beboisement.” 

34’ ' In'^mpliance with Para. 18, all expenditure has been shown as 
extraordinary ; iliaye the honor to refer you to para 18 of Assistant Conser- 
vator’s No. 65 dated 28th April 1875 with reference to Para. 21, in which he 
reports that there are no items under ordinary expenditure. '

13. Althouglifthe Assistant Conservator has received orders to proceed 
to the Punjab on the 1st September still Ms pay for August and also for the 
month of March arc chargeable to Ajmore which makes up six months. 

14. Allowance has been made fox the increase of pay to the Sub- 
Assistant Conservator for 12 months in the event of his promotion to Isfc 
grade Sub- Assistant Conservator being sanctioned.

Offences .—The number of offences reported during tho year under review 
was 811 as against 949 of the previous year— 288. convictions were obtained and 
the rest were either dismissed for want of evidence or the persons charged were 
not apprehended. ' 

Persons were lined in 223 cases as against 179 of the previous year, The 
aggregate amount of fines imposed was Rs, 6,687-2-3. 

There were fivo cases of ^yh^pping. In one case the sentence awarded was 
two dozen stripes, in three cases a dozen stripes, and in one case half'>i*dazcn, 
stripes, 


Uo case of any importance was reported during the year. 
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469 suits were ‘instituted during the year as against 389 of the previous year.

Arbitration :--Ot 476 suits, that were disposed of during the year, six only 
were decided by arbitration. 

Average duration .’—Average duration of each suit taking into account only 
the working days of the court was ‘5 1 days as against 1-03 days of the previous 
year. 

Of 476 suits disposed of by the Civil Court, 34 were compromised, 415 were 
decreed and 27 were dismissed. 

CHAPTER V. 

His Highness the Mahamja having found the ’work of this department, too 
heavy, a Sub-Deputy Collector in the person of Zia-ud-din Khan was appointed 
during the year under report. 

The system of collecting revenue directly from the ryots obtains in this state. 
The income of the state from this source for the Sarabat year 1955 was Rs. 2,70,273 
as against Bs. 3,14,8.21 of the previous year, thereby showing a decrease of nearly 
Ks, 40,0001 The causes of this falling off in the land revenue of tho year, are the 
following (I) The restoration of tho jagheer of the late Maharani Hadijee tb the 
newly married Maharani Sisodinijee. (a) No collection was made during the year 
under the head of arrears of land revenue. 

' In Sambnt 1954 the suspended land revenue pertaining to the year 1953, 
which was a year of a cute scafeity was recovered, and hence the revenue collection 
for the Sambat year 1954, showed an amount of elasticity which could hardly be 
' maintained in the year 1955.
